TO ROCHESTER UNIVERSITY 


$200,000 Goes to Niece, Income ‘on $100,000 to 
Each of Her Two Children — Legacy 


to Cornell 


Revoked.

ROCHESTER, N. Y., April 4.— 
The will of George Eastman, mul- 
timillionaire camera manufacturer 
and. philanthropist, was probated 
by Monroe County Surrogate Jo- 
seph M. Feely today, after repre- 
sentatives { Cornell University 
withdrew objections based ona 
revoked legacy to Cornell of an un- 
estimated value. The will disposes 
of an estate valued at $20,000,000. 

The legacy to Cornell, another to 
the Massachusetts Institute - of 
Technology and a_ thfrd to the 
Young Women’s Christian Associa- 
tion of Rochester, were revoked in 
a codicil Eastman signed a_ few 
hours before he killed himself at 
his mansion here March 14. The 
Coroner’s verdict was suicide while 
temporarily deranged. 

Representatives of Corn ll, Myn- 
derse Van Cleef, trustee, and attor- 
ney, Charles Bostwick, comptrol- 
ler, and Lee N. Simmons, assistant 
to the comptroller, announced the 
withdrawal of objections after 
questioning three witnesses to the 
codicil. 

The bulk of the estate is left to 
the University of Rochester, to 
which Eastman gave $35,000,000 
during a lifetime of philanthropy. 

The Security Trust Co. of Roch- 
ester was named executor of the 
will. The original wfll was execut- 
ed July 17, 1925. 

Eastman’s nearest living rela- 
tive, a niece, Mrs. George Dryden 
of Chicago, and her children, Ellen 


Marie Dryden and George Eastman 


Dryden, and Eastman’s secretary, 
Mrs. Alice K. Hutchison, who was 
with him almost from the begin- 
ning of his business career, are 
the principal individual beneficia- 
ries. Mrs. Dryden receives $200,- 
000 and her two children receive 
the net income from funds of 
$100,000 each. 

The Rochester Dental Dispen- 
sary, to which Eastman contribu- 
ted large sums in his lifetime, re- 
ceives $1,000,000. The Eastman 
home on East avenue, with all the 
philanthropist’s hunting trophies 
and scientific exhibits goes to the 
University of Rochester as a rcsi- 
dence for the president, now Dr. 
Rush Rhees, who is abroad. 

There is a fund of $2,000,000 for 
the upkeep of the president’s resi- 
dence with the provision that the 
trustees of the university may dis- 
pose of the property after 10 years 
if they deem it advisable. 

The Eastman hunting property, 
known as “Oak Lodge.” inj North 
Carolina, goes to Mrs. Dryden. 

Exclusive of the vuniverahy ar 
the bequests to the university are 
in excess of $12,000,000, abonpt $2,- 
500,000 of which is for the East- 
man School of Music, which the 
philanthropist founded. 

Aside from the money for the 
upkeep of the home and the school 
of music, the bequests to the uni- 
versity are without restriction as 
to use either of principal or in- 
come.

HOUR OF RESTRICTED

WASHINGTON, April 4. — The 
House, by more than a two-thirds 
vote, agreed today to grant inde- 
pendence to the Philippines at the 
end of eight years. It passed and 
sent to the Senate the Hare Dill 
providing freedom for the islands 
at the end of.such a preliminary 
period Mtiring which the frame- 
work of the island government is 
to be set up and its constitution 
approved by the President of the 
United States. 

The issue has been before Con- 
gress for the last thre decades. 

The vote was 306 to 47, far 
above the two-thirds majority 
which was required for passage un- 
der the procedure by which the 
measure was brought up. Not a 
Democrat voted against the bill. 

Republicans criticised the Demo- 
crats for allowing the “bill to be 
acted upon under parliamentary 
proceedings which not only re- 
quired such a majority, but which 
prevented the offering of amend- 
ments and greatly restricted debate. 

Some Democrats replied that it 
was a Republican—Bacon of New 
York—who forced them to resort 
to such action by objecting to con- 
sideration of the measure urder 
other rules.

Increase Surtax Likely. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 4.—The 


revenue raising bill passed Friday 
by the House was received in the 
Senate today and formally trans- 
mitted to the Finance Committee, 
where hearings will be _ started 
Wednesday. 

Arrival of the tax bill in the 
Senate was marked by protests and 
demands to be heard to individual 
members against the new levies. 

Sehator Copeland (Dem.), New 
York, piled on his desk a huge 
stack representing part of 3000 let- 
ters and messages he received over 
the week end from New York pro- 
testing against the House provision 
to tax stock transactions. : 

Senator Fess (Rep.), Ohio, 
showed the Sénate more than 3000 
letters he had received-urging that 
he stand against any reduction in 
Federal salaries. 

“I want to note receipt of these 
letters,” said Fess, “and have it 
reported that I simply cannot an- 
swer all of them. I also want to 
state that I can not be influenced 
by this kind of propaganda.” 

Representatives of the industries 
and lines of business taxed under 
the House bill are reaching the city 
almost by every train ready to put 
up a fight. 

Standing out conspicuously in the 
matter of balancing the Federal 
budget, is the necessity of bridging 
a gap of about $200,000,000 be- 
tween the expected deficit for 1933 
and the billion dollar tax bill just 
passed by\the House. 

Secretary Mills insists that only 
Government reorganization and def- 
inite suspension of the heast essen- 
tial activities now required by law 
can save this sum, 

The Democratic leaders of the 
House, embarked upon their own 
program of economy, say they will 
bridge the gap by reducing Govern- 
ment expenditures. Their special 
economy committee is engaged with 
a proposal to cut Government sal- 
artes by some $135,000,000 or more, 
and is considering legislation to 
combine a few Government activi- 
ties. 

If the salary cut proposal does 
not muster enough votes to pass, 
several: alternatives may be of- 


fered. One would abolish the Sat- 


urday half-holiday. Another would 
abolish or reduce the 60-day leave 
with full pay. 

The Senate independents are con- 
sidering a drive to boost the high- 
er surtax rates. The House bill 
provides a maximum rate of 40 per 
cent on incomes over $100,000. A 
maximum rate of 45 or 60 per cent 
is being discussed.

To the Senate and House of 
‘Representatives: 

I have in various messages to 
the s over the past three 
years to the necessity 
of organized effort to effect far- 
reaching reduction of govern- 

‘mental expenditures. 


To balance the budget for 
‘| the year beginning July 1 ae 
the revenue bill passed by th 
House of Representatives i 
April 1 necessitates that there 
shall be a further reduction of 
expenditures for the next year 
of about $200,000,000, in addi- 
tion to the reduction of $369,- 
000,000 in expenditures already 
made in the budget recommen- 
y dations which I transmitted to 
the Corigress on Dec. 9. 

It is essential in the interest 
of the taxpayer and the country 
that it should be done. 
¢ It is my belief that still more 
drastic economy than this addi- 
tional $200,000,000 can be ac- 

complished. : 

Such a sum can only be ob- 
tained, however, by a definite 
national legislative program of 

conopmy which will authorize 
tne consolidation of governmen- 
tal bureaus and independent es- 
tablishments; and beyond this. 
which will permit the removal 
of long-established methods 
which lead to waste; the elimi- 
nation of the less necessary 
functions and the suspension of 
activities and commitments of: 
the Government not essential to 
the public interest in these 
times, | 

These objects cannot be ac- 
complished without far-reach- 
ing amendment to the laws. 

The executive is bound to 
recommend appropriations ade- 
quate to provide for the func- 
tions and activities of the Gov- 
ernment as now established by 
law. 

This is mandatory, and the 
opportunity for administrative 
savings is limited. The appro- 
priations committees are like- 
wise bound and can only = act 
within restricted limits. 

Therefore, to lessen the bur- 
den upon the taxpayers in a 
substantial amount it is neces- 
sary to enter upon other ficlds 
by amending existing laws 
which place unnecessary obli- 
gations on the departments and 
independent establishments. 

We need repeal of existing 
laws which require carrying on 
of functions not absolutely es- 
sential for the present. 

This means that we should 
undertake a defiinte, separate 
and co-ordinated program of 
“economy legislation which will 
enable the executive and the 
appropriations committees to 
achieve the results desired. 

A clear indication that the 
limit of executive authority to 
bring about economies has 
about been reached, is shown 
by the fact that the total ex- 
penditures estimated in the bud- 
get of $4,112,000,000 {including 
postoffice deficit after deduc- 
tion of receipts) presented to 
the Congress, except for in- 
creased payments to veterans 
and expenditure on construction 
work in aid of employment, was 
the lowest in over five years. 

A further indication of the 
existing limitations is shown by 
the fact of the whole budget

_ Proposing Economy Commission 


OLLOWING is the text of President Hoover's special message 


to Congress today, proposing that both houses join with him 
in framing a national economy program: 


’s Message 


by the House of Representa- 
tives, together with those rec- 
ommendéd by the House Ap- 
propriations Committee and the 
permanent appropriations, al- 
ready cover about 75 per cent 
of the tudget, and do not yet 
include the army and navy. 

Yet the positive reductions, 
including the urgency deficiency 
bill, so far made by the House 
and by its committees, on in- 
formation supplied to me by 
the director of the budget are 
less than $36,000,000. 

It is true that the commit- 
tee has reported reductions of a 
total of about $113,000,000, but 
of this about $78,000,000 are ef- 
fectively postponements until 
the next December session of 
the Congress, and must then be 
provided for in deficiency bills. 

I say this in no wise in criti- 
cism of the action of the Con- 
gress or of its committees but 
as a demonstration of the fact 
that the latitude necessary for 
real reduction of expenses can 
only be secured by a thorough- 
going renovation of the law to 
bring about real national econ- 
omy program, 

The Appropriations Commit- 
tees of both the Senate and the 
House have given earnest con- 
sideration to these questions. 
Also a special economy commit- 
tee and the Committee on Ex- 
penditures in the executive de- 
partments of the House have 
been engaged upon these prob- 
lems. 

Many suggestions of opportu- 
nities for further mateérial _re- 
duction in governmental expen- 
diture have been made to these 
committees by the executive of- 
ficers of the Government, but 
the major portion thereof re: 
quire legislative action and au- 
thorization. 

It appears to me that with 
four different agencies of the 
Congress at work on the prob- 
lem, operating independently 
with the different departments, | 
the time which has already 
elapsed and the _ short time 
available to us before the be- 
sinning of the new fiscal year, 
all point to the absolute neces- 
sity of better organized unity of 
effort in all branches of the 
Government primarily concern- 
ed with the problem. 


Therefore, I recommend to 
the Congress that in order to 
secure this unity of effort and 
prompt action, and thus insure 
the relief of t) taxpayer and a 
balanced budget, at the same 
time protecting vital service of 
the Government, that represen- 
tatives be delegated by the two 
houses, who, together with rep- 
resentatives of the executive, 
should be authorized to frame 
for action by the present Con- 
gress a complete national pro- 
Sram of economy and to rec- 
ommend the legislation neces- 
sary to make it pdéssible and ef- 
fective. Such a course would 
expedite rather than delay the 
passage of appropriations bills. 

I am convinced that only by 
such unified, nonpartisan ef- 
fort and by a willingness on the 
part of all to share thediffi- 
culties and problems of this es- 
sential task can we attain the 
success so manifestly necessary 
in public interest. ;

Protests Against Stock Tax. 


Senator Copeland, New York 
Democrat, brought smiles and 
laughter to the Senate when he ex- 
hibited a stack of letters and tele- 
grams nearly a foot high which 
he received this morning from New 
Yorkers protesting against the pro- 
vision in the new tax bill for a tax 
on stock and bond sales, Cope- 
land said there were more than 
3000 of these communications. 

“I usually try to answer all my 
correspondence,” he went on, “but 
to reply to all the communications 
I. am receiving on this matter 
would exhaust the Treasury and 
bankrupt the Government.

Shaking his fiery-red locks and 
pounding his desk, Long quoted a 
Federal Trade Commission report 
stating that in 1926 1 per cent of 
the persons dying in the United 
States owned 59 per cent of its 
wealth, 


“Thirty-two fortunes the size of 
Andrew Mellon’s would include po 
entire industry of the country,” 
went on. “Mr, Mellon has iies 
out that 98 per cent of the people 
pay no income tax, and he thinks 
this is bad. It is bad, too—bad 
that 98 per cent of the people: have 
nothing. Yet Mr. ‘Mellon would 
‘broaden the base’ of taxation so 
as to take the nickels and dimes 
of these miserable people.” 

He cited statistics to show that 
in 1930 there were 504 persons in 
the country whose total incomes 
would have been sufficient to pur- 
chase the entire wheat and cotton 
crops of the United States. He 
said they could have purchased all 
the clothing manufactured in..the 
country, and had $100,000,000 left 
over. Long quoted an inter- 
view with Senator Cousens which 
appeared in the Post-Dispatch May 
27, 1931, in which he stated. that 
the depression in this country was/ 
not merely a part of the world de- 
pression, but was made in ‘this 
country by American greed and 
mismanagement. 

“EF am told,” he went on, “that 
there is a bi-partisan coalition 
which is going to strike out of the 
tax bill everything which ‘soaks the 
rich, and protects the poor. I hope 
there is is enough manhood in this 
Senate to form another kind of a 
coalition that will defy this banker 
control.

A 9-month-old puppy in its first 
big show pressed Blue Dah of Hap- 
py Valley, internationally famous 
English setter, for the champion- 
ship of the twentieth annual show 
of the Mississippi Valley Kennel 
Club last night. 
Blue Dan, .champion setter of 
England and winner of 24 show 
championships in less than two 
years, won only after the little 
wire-haired fox terrier, Temptation 
of Audion, owned by Mr. and Mrs. 
Mahlon B, Wallace Jr. of the St. 
Louis Country Club grounds, held 
a crowd of 1200 packed six dcep 
about The Arena ringside tense as 
the judge surveyed the pair again 
and again. 
At times the spectators broke 
into cheers as Charles G. Hopton 
of New York, one of the world’s 
leading dog experts, crouched over 
the two. The four other finalists 
were forgotten as the contest for 
the best dog in: the show narrowed 
to a choice between the puppy and 
the setter. 

First the judge, lean, taciturn, 
clad in a rough brown suit, mo- 
tioned Claude Ruby, the terrier’s 
handler, to walk the dog up and 
down the ring. Then Ben F. Lewis, 
the setter’s trainer. paraded Blue 
Dan, owned by Dr. A. A. Mitten of 
Philadelphia. 
Finally the judge motioned 
them to their places, bent low, 
peered first at one and then at the 
other. The setter stood like a 
statue, as still as when it won be- 
fore the King and Queen at the 
Crystal Palace in London. But the 
terrier glanced at the champion as 
much as to say “‘what are you do- 
ing here?’’ evoking a roar of 
laughter from the crowd which 
had grown silent in anticipation of 
the decision. 

Hopton hesitated a second. Then 
the laid his hand on the setter — 
‘crowned it champion of another 
show. But he turned to reporters, 
Saying: 

“In my 40 years as a judge, 1 
never have been called upon to 
make a closer decision. It was 
nip-and-tuck but the deciding fac- 
tor in favor of that glorious setter 
was that the puppy still is a ‘trifle 
immature.

|She Succumbed Saturday at 
Harrison, N. Y.— Was 
80 Years Old. -

HARRISON, N. Y., April 4.—The 
déath of Rose Coghlan, noted ac- 
tress of the last generation, in St. 
Vinceat’s here on Saturday, be- 
came known today with the filing 
of a death certificate. She was 80 
years ‘old. 

Miss Coghlan had been at St. 
Vincent’s retreat for four and a 
half years. 
Death was attributed to cerebral 
hemiorrhage. The body was cremat- 
ed yesterday at Fresh Pond, New 
York City. Miss Coghlan’s home 
was in Forest Hills, Loig Island. 
Began Stage Career at 12 in En- 
gland; Became American Citizen. 

Rose Coghlan was born in 1853 
at Peterboro, England, and began 
her stage career at the age of 
12 as Cupid in a play’ called 
“Ixion,” with her brother, Charles, 
himself a noted actor, and his wife, 
Louisa Thornton. This event oc- 
curred in a Jittle Scottish town 
called Grennoch. : 
Miss Coghlan came to the Unit- 
ed States with the Lydia Thompson 
burlesque troupe in 1871. She made 
her first appearance in comedy, “A 
Happy Pair’ and “A Woman in 
Wiite’” at the now demolished 
Wallack’s theater, New York, and 
later appeared in support of E. A. 
Sothern, the elder, in “Our Ameri- 
can Cousin” and “Brother Sam,” 

Last Appearance in 1921. 
Her last appearance was as Mme. 
Rabouin in David Belasco’s pro- 
duction of “Deburau,” at the Be- 
lasco Theater in New York in 1921, 
celebrating her seventieth birthday 
in that role. 

Her father, Francis Coghlan, was 
an intimate of Charles Dickens and 
himself well known as a writer and 
the publisher, of Coghlan’s Conti- 
nental Guides. 

Perhaps the best known of her 
roles was Stephanie in Herman 
Merrivale’s ‘“‘Forget-Me-Not.” The 
last performance of the. noted 
stock company at Wallace’s was 
on May 5, 1888. when Miss Cogh- 
lan played Lady Teazle in “The 
School for Scandal,” another part 
she made famous, She had ap- 
peared previously as the Player 
Queen in the ali-star cast of “Ham- 
let” in 1888, which marked the re- 
tirement of Lester Wallack from 
the stage. Among her last. suc- 
cesses were “Fine Feathers,” “Our 
Betters” and as “Madame Prud- 
ence” with Ethel Barrymore in a 
revival of “Camille.” She also ap- 
peared for several seasons in 
vaudeville. 

Miss Coghlan married Clinton 
Edgerly, a Boston lawyer in 1885, 
from whom she was divorced in 
1890. Not long afterward she mar- 
ried John T. Sullivan, her lead- 
ing man in “Forget-Me-Not,” and 
“Diplomacy,” from whom she also 
was divorced.

Kellar was led into court and

Kellar, 29 years old, who was 
employed in Louis Sauer’s down- 
town machine shop, went to his 
employer's home at 3104 Walter av- 
enue, when Mrs. Sauer was alone 
there, and demanded money from 
her, saying he wished to send his 
wife to California.

$100,000 ROBBER 
GAUGHT ON TIP OF 
JEALOUS WOMAN 


Chicago Prisoner Confesses 
Holdups, Single-Handed, 
at 14 Banks in the Mid- 


west and California.

CHICAGO, April 4.—Donald 
Loftus, 30 years old, long sought 
by Middle West and West Coast 
authorities as a dangerous bank 
robber, who worked alone, was 
caught yesterday in a barber shop 
at Mishawaka, Ind., a city of 30,- 
000, about 94 miles from Chicago. 
Authorities said a jealous woman 
told them of his whereabouts.

A plan for an “endless chain” 
of anti-prohibition telegrams to 
members of Congress, which orig- 
inated at New York headquarters 
of the Crusaders. national men’s 
organization, is being followed to 
some extent in St. Louis, but with- 
out the official sanction of the lIa- 


cal branch of the Crusaders. The 
St. Louis office is in room 220 Ho- 
tel Jefferson. 

L. D. Wood, executive secretary 
in charge here, said today the local 
officers, in consultation with offi- 
cers of the Women’s Organization 
for Prohibition Reform, had de- 
cided the “endless chain” plan 
would be of doubtful effectiveness 
and would benefit the telegraph 
companies chiefly. So the Cru- 
saders and the women’s organiza- 
tion sent telegrams to the Missouri 
members of Congress, stating they 
represented large bodies of voters 
—12,000 in the case of the Cru- 
saders—and urging immediate ac- 
tion on the prohibition problem as 
a means of relieving the cauntry of 
tax burdens. 

Some business men who received 
chain telegrams asking them to 
wire to Congressmen and to send 
messages to friends asking them to 
extend the “chain,” were referred 
to the local office, and Wood said 
some individual responses had 
been made, but he did not think 
the number was large. 

It was suggested to those who 

were asked to send individual mes- 
sages that they direct them to 
members of Congress who have 
hitherto voted dry, ruawer than 
those who, like the three St. Louis 
Congressmen, have supported 
modification and repeal efforts. As 
Missouri Congressmen probably 
will be elected at large this year, 
the members from the interior of 
the State are expected to pay more 
attention to suggestions from St. 
Louis than they have done in the 
past. 
The message sent to the Mis- 
souri Senators and representatives 
by the St. Leuis organization was 
signed by A. M. Lettie, executjve 
commander of the Crusaders, and 
by Wood as secretary. It urged 
‘immediate and drastic decrease in 
governmental costs; immediate 
amendment of the Volstead act, 
permitting manufacture of beer, 
and sufficient taxation thereen to 
balance the Federal budget: and 
immediate action for submission to 
the people of the repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment.”

The St. Louis Chamber of Com-

DEMOCRATS RATE 
15 STATES SURE 
18 OTHERS LKELY 


By the Associated .Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 4.—Nine 


prominent Democrats have joined 
in forecasting certain victory in the 
presidential election in 15 states, 
“excellent prospects” in 18 others, 
“fair prospects” in 11 and “least 
probable, but possible” victory in 
four. 

The forecast was in the form of 
a shaded map of the nation which 
was printed on the reverse side of 


yellow “Victory-grams” appealing 
to more than 100,000 Democrats to 


contribute to the $1,500,000 “Vic- 
tory” campaign of the Democratic 
National Committee. 

Democrats all over the nation 
were asked to contribute to the 
limit of their ability to insure suc- 
cess at the polls in November and 
to send in “news from your state” 
for the Jefferson day rally here 
April 13, when the party chieftains 
will “take stock” of the situation 
in each state. 

Signers of “Victory-grams.” 

Signers of the “Victory-grams” 
were Harry F. Byrd, Speaker John 
N. Garner, Senator J. Hamilton 
Lewis, Former Senator James A. 
Reed, Gov. Albert C. Ritchie, Sen- 
ator Joe T. Robinson, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, Alfred E. Smith and 
Gov. George White. Many of these 
will be speakers at the April 13 
rally. 

The 15 states listed in the fore-" 
cast as “sure” to be carried by the 
Democrats in November included 
the Solid South and Maryland, Ok- 
lahema, New Mexico and Arizona. 
These states have 149 electoral 
yotes of the total 531, with 266 
necessary to win the presidency. 

Four of the Southern states— 

North Carolina, Virginia, Florida 
and Texas—went Republican in 
1928, as did the four others outside 
the South. 
. The four listed as “least prob- 
able, but possible’ were California, 
President Hoover’s home State; 
Michigan, Pennsylvania and Ver- 
mont. These have 80 electoral 
votes.

It is this third version, with changes 
that cannot now be foreseen, but 
certainly with material changes, 
that will be reported to the full 
Senate. Then the Senate, on the 
floor, will tear the bill to pieces 
and put it together again, and after 
this has been done and the bill has 
been passed, it will be sent back— 
now in its fourth distinct incarna- 
tion—to the House. 


When It Gets to Conference. 

The Hovse will accept some of 
the Senate’s amendments and re- 
ject others, and then the bill will 
be placed in the hands of a joint 
committee of the two branches — 
the Conference Committee — for 
the adjustment of differenes. Be- 
hind closed doors the bill will again 
be rewritten, and the result, in the 
form of a “conference report,” will 
be submitted to the two houses for 
adoption or rejection. Passage of 
the bil] will be. completed only up- 
on the adoption of this report by 
the House and Senate. The Dill 
then will be ready for the signa- 
ture, or the veto, of the President. 
This is the long and _ tortuous 
road that must be traveled by ev- 
ery important piece of legislation 
on which there are differences be- 
tween the two branches. The last 
tariff bill was in the making for 
nearly 18 months. It is impera- 
tive, of course, that the tax bill be 
enacted in a muth shorter space 6f 
time, but such are the-possibilities 
of delay that some Congressmen 
have predicted the bill will not be 
passed in time for adjournment 
prior to the national political con- 
ventions in June. 
If this turns out to be the case, 
Congress will merely recess for the 
conventions and resume work on 
the bill after their conclusion. The 
probabilities at the moment .- are 
that Congress will dispose of the 
tax bill and other pressing business 
and adjourn early in June. This 
was the prediction Saturday of 
Speaker Garner, who said that 
nine-tenths of the members of the 
House were eager to adjourn be- 
fore the conventions. 

No One Knows Exact Needs. 
Another point to be noted in con- 
nection with the tax bill is that 
nobody knows—and nobody can 
know — exactly how much new 
money will be required to balance 
the budget. The fiscal year in 
which it is hoped the budget will 
be balanced is that beginning July 
1, 1932, and ending June 30, 1933. 
This is the fiscal year 1933. .The 
deficits for the two preceding fis- 
cal years, 1931 and the current 
year of 1932, are water—or money 
—over the dam. For 1931 the de- 
ficit was over $900,000,000 and 
for the current year it will be in 
the neighborhood of $2,500,000,- 
000. These deficits have been or 
will. be covered by additions to 
the national debt. he aim now is 
to Increase the revenues to a point 
where no borrowing will be neces- 
sary for the fiscal year 1933. 

For that year, according toe 


deficiency, on the basis of prospec- 
tive expenditures and assuming no 
increase in taxes, was about $1,- 
250,000,000. This estimate, of 
course, is itself a guess. Congress 
has set out to close the gap in two 
ways: First, and chiefly, by pro- 
viding new taxes to produce about 
a billion dollars; second, by reduc- 
ing expenditures. There is still 
much uncertainty as to the amount 
by which expenditures should be or 
can be cut, and there is equal or 
greater uncertainty as to the 
amounts that will be produced by 
the new tax levies. 


Many Shots in the Darx. 


Many of the estimates of yields 
have been, obviously, shots in the 
dark, whether by the Treasury, by 
the Ways and Means Committee, or 
by individual members in debate. 
Shortly before the passage of the 
bill, after the Treasury had low- 
ered its own previous’ estimates, 
several members charged Secretary 
Mills with issuing misleading fig- 
ures. Representative Milligan 
(Dem.), Missouri, said that Mills 
was using an “old Mellon trick;” 
Speaker Garner said the Treasury’s 
stimates could “only be justified on 
the assumption that the business of 
the country is going completely to 
hell in the next two years.” and 
Representative La Guardia (Rep.), 
New York, insurgent leader, de- 
clared some of the amounts esti- 
mated to be yielded by the new 
taxes on wealth were “absurdly 
low.”’ 

Mills replied in a formal state- 
ment Saturday that the estimates 
of the Treasury “represent our very 
best judgment.” 

In some cases there were 
tastic differences between 
Treasury estimates and those of 
other experts. For instance, the 
Treasury settled upon the estimate 
of $17,000,000 as the amount that 
would be yielded by the Swing sur- 
taxes on income over $190,000 for 
the fiscal year 1933. These sur- 
taxes were first voted into the bill 
and then, in the final stage of the 
passage of the bill through the 
House, voted out again. To Swing 
and other proponents of the sur- 
taxes, the estimates seemed‘ ridicu- 
lously low. 


The New Income Taxes. 


It should be explained that all 
estimates of the yield of new in- 
come taxes for the fiscal year 1933 
are for half a year only. Special 
taxes in the bill will take effect 
soon after its signature by the 
President, but the new income 
taxes will only become effective on 
incomes of the calendar year 1932. 
The Treasury wanted them to be 
made effective on incomes of 1931, 
but the House Ways and Means 
Committee decided against retro- 
active application. 


Because of this decision, which 
is written into the bill, the first 
two payments of income taxes for 
the fiscal year 1933—the year for 
which the budget is being balanced 
—will be made at the present rates.

HARD LIQUOR PRICES HIGH 
AS FINLAND DROPS DRY LAW 


People Will Celebrate Tomorrow 
With Whisky at $6.50 a Bottle, 
Cognac $9.25.

HELSINGFOR® Finland, April 
4.—With the price of whisky. fixed 
at $6.50 a bottle and cognac at 
$9.25, Finland prepared today to 
celebrate tomorrow when Finland's 
12-year-old prohibition law goes 
into the discard. 
Some restaurants are refusing to 
handle the newly-legalized hard 
liquors because of the high price 
fixed by the Government. Restau- 
rant men criticise the Government 
liquor monopoly for its 60 per cent 
profit on all sales. 
The law provides that a share of 
the profit be aHotted for “‘temper- 
ance purposes,” prevention of illegal 
traffic, and old age and unemploy- 
ment funds. ‘The rest is set aside 
for the State Treasury, but part of 
this is to be allocated to the state’s 
“national culture, temperance and 
benevolent work.” 
The Helsingfors Alcohol Co. or- 
dered that, for the present at least, 
alcohol may be sold at only nine 
places in Helsingfors and a pur- 
chaser may buy less than two 
quarts, as the imported supply is 
not yet equal to the demand. 


5,630,000 CHILDREN IN U, S. 
FOUND TO BE HANDICAPPED 


White House Survey, Shows Only 
1,500,000 Especially Gifted Out 
of 45,000,000.

WASHINGTON, April 4.—About 
5,630,000 of the 45,000,000 children 
in the United States were found by 
the White House Conference on 
Child Health and Protection to be 
handicapped to an extent requiring 
special attention and education. 
Statistics compiled by the confer- 
ence, of which Secretary Wilbur of 
the Interior Department is chair- 
man, showed seven-ninths of the 
nation’s young to be normal, but 
only 1,500,000 were found to be 
especially gifted.

The bill will undoubtedly be the subject of extend 
ed debate. Some of its provisions are highly tech- 
nical and discussion may bring out points of detail 
that need amendment. But Senator Glass is funda- 
mentally right in his approach to the needs of bank- 
ing reform. The outstanding evil in American bank- 
ing in recent years is that banks have gone too far 
afield from commercial banking. They have had too 
much to do with the stock market, the financing of 
real estate and the floating of securities. 
The provisions of the bill dealing with loans, in- 
yestments and reserve requirements have already been 
attacked as “deflationary” in some circles, and it fs 
likely that we shall hear more on this score. This 
criticism, we believe, rests elther upon a misunder- 
standing, or upon the desire to discredit by an epithet 
what cannot be effectively attacked by argument.

Although calling for an appropriation of Federal 
funds, and for stock subscription by the reserve 
banks, the provision for @ Federal liquidating cor- 
poration avoids most of the criticisms which applied 
to Representative Steagall’s recent bill.

With such a great number of closed banks, many of 
them outside of the reserve system, there is an ad- 
vantage in having liquidation of their assets carried 
out in an orderly and systematic manner, not only to 
protect the interests of depositors, but also to avoid 
needless hardship upon the debtors of these banks.

ACK in the days when prosperity vhs 
B spelled R-e-p-u-b-l-i-c-a-n p-a-r-t-y, pol- 

itics and politicians were systematically 
derided and besmirched, and were branded 
as corrupt, inefficient and unintelligent sur- 
vivals. No one could see anything good in 
the political method of gévernment. Every

If politics 
was unintelligent, who gave it orders’

The policy we 
are working out is a policy of co- 
operation with everybody who is 
aiming at peace.”

“There are no Agreements  be- 
forehand.

Our 
policy is for practical steps to es- 
tablish and maintain the peace and 
well-being of Europe and the 
world.”

Even so, it appeared to Swing, 
to Representative Cochran (Dem.), 
St. Louis, and to other advocates 
of higher levies in the upper in- 
come brackets, that the Swing 
rates were being too much belittled 
by the Treasury as producers o 
jrevnue for 1933. The. are still of 
that opinion. The view is shared 
by progressive Senators of — both 
parties, and will be forcibly voiced 
in the forthcoming debates. 
The Treasury view was empha- 
sized both on and off the floor of 
the House by member opposed to 
the Swing rates, and, together with 
the familiar arguments that the 
proposed rates would unduly “soak 
the rich” and would cause wealth 
to be poured into tax-exempt 
bonds, brought about a reversal of 
the House action on the rates. 


As against the Treasury’s esti- 
mate of a $17,000,00 yield from the 
Swing rates for the last half of the 
fiscal year 1933, Representative 
Swing estimated that they would 
bring in from $45,000,000 to $50,- 
000,000 for that period, and about 
$95,000,000 for a full fiscal year. 
Swing based his estimates on fig- 
ures given him by L. H. Parker, 
chief of the experts of the joint 
congressional committee on inter- 
nal revenue legislation, who is 
highly regarded in the House as a 
forecaster of revenue. For the last 
six years Parker’is credited with 
having made better estimates of 
Government income than anybody 
else. 

Swing’s estimates of probable re- 
turns from his proposed surtaxes 
were made with full consideration 
of the undisputed fact that, since 
1930, here has been a great 
shrinkaZe in the incomes of $100,- 
000 and’ over.

Some Fruitless Efforts. 


All efforts to get from the Treas- 
ury the method by which it calcu- 
lated the yield of the Swing rates 
at only $17,000,000 for the half 
year were fruitless.

Typical of Misinformation. 

A typical bit of misinformation 
about the proposed surtax increases 
was that given in the House last 
week by Majority Leader Rainey.

taxpayer possesse® of an income of 
over $5,000,000 would have to pay, 
if the Swing Federal rates were 
adopted, a “total of 77 cents in in- 
come taxes out of every dollar that 
he makes, leaving only 23 cents of 
his earned dollar.” 

The total of 77 cents is correct 
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—Federal normal tax of 7 per cent 
plus the proposed Federal surtax 
of 65 per cent plus State tax of 5 
per cent—and the question of the 
“earned” dollar of the man with an 
income exceeding $5,000,000 may 
be passed over, But it is not true 


pthat he would pay 77 cents “out of 


every dollar that he makes.” He 
would only pay this top rate on 
his dollars of income in excess of 
$5,000,000—which is a vastly dif- 
ferent thing from paying it on his 
whole $5,000,000. 
, The basic difference between the 
1918 rates and the Swing rates is 
that the former imposed the 65 per 
cent maximum surtax on all income 
over $1,000,000, whereas the latter 
would defer this maximum till the 
income had passed $5,000,000. 

It is interesting to note that even 


with the Swing amendment - tax- 


payers in ‘the high brackets would 
still pay considerably less than is 
paid by those in comparable cir- 
cumstances in Great Britain. ~ 
Under the Swing rates, a2 man 
with a net income of $100,000—net 
income for taxation purposes after 
all the deductions allowed by the 
law—would have left $73,335. One 
with an income of $300,000 would 
have left $173,335. Out of a $500,- 
000 income there would be left 
$261,335; out of a $1,000,000 in- 
come, $461,335, and out of a $5,- 
000,000 income, $1,751,335.

AMATEUR BODY 


By the Associated Press. 
BERLIN, April 4.—Paavo Nur- 


mi, one of the greatest runners of 
all time and Finland’s chief hope 
in the Marathon at the 1932 Olym- 
pics in Los Angeles, came under 
ban of the International Amateur 
Athletic Federation here yesterday. 
The federation suspended Nurmi 
from participation in international 
athletics pending thé result of an 
inquiry into his amateur status 
now being undertaken by the Fin- 
nish Athletic Association. 


The federation sat behind closed 
doors and details of the charges 
against the famed Finn were not 
divulged, but it was said evidence 


and report to the international 
body before the start of the Olym- 
pic games, faces an unpleasant sit- 
uation if it discovers proof of the 
charges laid against the flying 
Finn, 

In that event it will be forced to 
rule Nurmi ineligible for the Olym- 
pics and lose the services of a 
runner who already holds six gold 
Olympic medals and who, despite 
his 34 years, has been reckoned an 
outstanding contender for the 1932 
Olympic Marathon title and a pos- 
sible point winner in the 10,000 
meters as well. 

The’ federation, in announcing 
Nurmi’s suspension, revealed. it had 
circularized affiliated associations 
to send to Los Angeles none but 
genuine amateurs. 

Ladoumegue Under Investigation. 
The federation also considered 
the case of Jules Ladoumegue, 
great French middle distance run- 
whose name _ recently was 
stricken from the rolls of the 
French Amateur Athletic Federa- 
tion on charges of professionalism. 
At yesterday’s meeting French 
members of the international fed- 
eration submitted evidence to jus- 
tify the. French  organization’s 
drastic action. 

Nurmi won his six Olympic 
titles in three Olympic meets, 
those of 1920, 1924 and 1928. He 
won the 10,000-meter run and 10,- 
000-meter cross-country run _ in 
1920, the 10,000-meter cross-coun- 
try, 50900 meters ‘and 1500 meters 
in 1924 and the 10,000 meters in 
1928. 

Nurmi still is listed as holding 
11 official world records, although 
one or two of these have been bet- 
tered and may eventually be ac- 
cepted by the I. A. A. F. In the 
latest Track and Field Guide he is 
listed as world record holder at 
one mile, three miles, four miles, 
five miles, 10 miles, 3000 meters, 
5000 meters, 10,000 meters and 
15,000 meters, as well as holding 
the record for running one hour 
both in miles and meters.

AGHVAY FROM US 
TO EUROPE FORSEN 


Route Would Be From Seattle, 
Across Bering Strait by Ferry, 
Then Through Siberia 


SEATTLE, Wash., April 4.—An 
automobile road from Seattle to 
the capitals of Europe, broken 
only by a 60-mile ferry trip across 
the Bering Strait, is discussed here 
as a possibility in the eventual ex- 
tension of the proposed Alaska- 
Pacific-Yukon highway. Council- 
man John Carroll, prominent work- 
er ,for highways of the Pacific 
Northwest, outlined a possible route 
through the Pacific Northwest and 
Alaska, and thence across the Si- 
berian wastelands and Russia, 
which he said would offer 7000 
miles of the most varied scenery 
imaginable. He said many people 
living today who will see the high- 
way a reality. 

Although authorities agree the 
$12,000,000 project for an exten- 
sion of the Pacific highway through 
Seattle, Vancouver, B. C., and the 
Yukon territory to Fairbanks, is 
an “economic impossibility” under 
present conditions, its proponents 
still are hoping for its construction 
in the near future. A joint com- 
mission, representing the United 
States and Canada, has found the 
extension to Fairbanks “entirely 
feasible,” and is continuing its 
study. 

The new construction, including 
widening and improving a present 
north-south road itt British Co- 
lumbia, would be more than 20090 
miles long, through some of the 
most rugged mountains on North 
America. The extension from Fair- 
banks to Bering Strait... probably 
through Nome to Teller, would 
provide travel through some of the 
most famous gold country of the 
Northern Territory, a distance of 
approximately 50900 miles. * 

The route of the highway across 
Siberia, as Carroll outlined the 
prospect, probably would follow the | 
trans-Siberian Railroad to Moscow, 
through Warsaw to Berlin, Ham- 
burg, down through Holland and 
Belgium to Paris. From Bering 
Strait such a highway, he said, 
could drop southwest to Yakutsk 
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and thence up the Lena River to) 
Irkutsk on the sonthern tip of Lake | 
Baikal and thence westward fol- | 
lowing the railroad into Moscow. |
